Money raised from this dance 
plus other activities will be spent 
on new equipment to help train 
approximately nineteen youths in¬ 
terested in learning to play the 
bagpipes and drums. Pipe Major 
Moore is quite enthused over the 
prospects of his band and the in¬ 
vitation to Creston is really a thrill 
to the six bandsmen who will make 
the trip. 


President Percy Knowles, of the 
Coleman Fish & Game Association, 
has already been busy trying to get 
shells for his club members. Fol¬ 
lowing are extracts from a letter 
received from G. M. Spargo, secre¬ 
tary of the Alberta Fish & Game 
Association: 

Dear Mrs. Knowles: 

I am very pleased indeed to note 
you have organized a strong Fish 
and Game Association at Coleman. 
This in time should prove a very 
important part of your community. 
Naturally I don’t need to sell this 
business to you. You have been in¬ 
terested so long in matters of con¬ 
servation in the Valley that it 
comes as second nature to find you 
attached to the organization and 
I am glad indeed that the people 
of Coleman interested in fishing 
and hunting honored themselves by 
electing you as their first presi¬ 
dent. Good luck to you. 

Now I want to deal with the 
matters contained in your letter in 
their order. 

Shells. I sent you at once RB202 
forms which are to be used for 
getting shells for crow and mag¬ 
pie reduction. Before they can get 
a second box, however, the 10 pairs 
of crow or magpie feet required 
must be brought in. The amount 
necessary in the first place is 10 
pair either specie, which must then 
be destroyed. Either yourself or 
your secretary may sign ,the forms 
in duplicate just where it is stamp¬ 
ed. The rest of the forms must 
conform to what is asked on each 
form, as enclosed (sample only). 
They are then taken to the local 
ration board where they will be 
recognized and one is returned back 
to the applicant, who will obtain 
his box of shells from whatever 
hdPdware store is carrying his fav¬ 
orite brand. It is a little late, but 
you still have a month or so before 
the campaign is finished. We are 
greatly hoping that now the war 
is over, we shall go off the ration 
end of this shell question. We have 
already had our vice-president, Mr. 
G. E. Watt, at Montreal, interview¬ 
ing the C1L, as we did our presi¬ 
dent last year, but so far we have 
not any assurance that there will 
be any change in the shell ques¬ 
tion. You may be sure that we shall 
leave no stone unturned in get¬ 


ting this matter altered. As you 
know the registration of rifles has 
been one of the first things to be 
done away with. We are not exactly 
pleased over that, however, as we 
feel that it was good to have a 
check on unauthorized weapons of 
a dangerous calibre not only for 
humans, but also for our game. In¬ 
discriminate handling and shooting 
by youths and those unqualified to 
handle a rifle has been far too fre¬ 
quent in the past.. 

Meeting of the Pass organizations. 

I am convinced that you can get 
further with your wants by uniting 
your locals for a common cause 
than any other possible means. 

Crows’ Nest Lake. We are going 
to have a great deal of difficulty 
in persuading the fish and game 
division that Crows Nest Lake 
should be stocked with fish, the last 
time that fry were put in was un¬ 
der my jurisdiction in 1940, when 
as Director of Fisheries, I person¬ 
ally went with the oxygen tank car 
and placed 30,000 No. 1 fingerlings 
in the lake. I don’t believe that any 
have been planted since then. These 
fish were obtained from Waterton 
Lakes Hatchery. 

Now a matter of 130,000 five to 
six-inch fingerlings have been rais¬ 
ed at the Pincher Creek ponds, and 
are now or shortly to be released 
into the trout waters around Pin¬ 
cher, the Pass, and south to Water- 
ton Lakes. This does not look like 
very many, but it is a very good 
start, whether they would feel like 
putting any of these almost mature 
fish into Crows’ Ne6t Lake, when 
the biologist has recommended 
against stocking until the food is 
much more prevalent than at pres¬ 
ent is another matter. I think the 
locals in the Crows’ Nest should 
agitate to get the government to 
fertilize the lake for a period of 
two or three years first, and then 
heavily stock it. One is simply 
putting the horse before the cart. 
However, I do feel that perhaps 
some error may have been commit¬ 
ted in that the lake wasn’t prop¬ 
erly or long enough examined. I 
feel sure that the lake may be a 
very valuable reservoir for starting 
the fish along their way, and that 
when they reach a certain size, they 
leave the cold waters of the lake 
for the warmer waters of the

Crows’ Nest River and its tribu¬ 
taries. It is unquestionable, accord¬ 
ing to my experience at least, that 
fry will do far better in the quiet¬ 
er waters of a lake than in the fast 
flowing waters of a river or stream; 
and then again there is no question 
of flood waters, which is ever pre¬ 
valent in a stream, and creates hav¬ 
oc with young fingerlings or fry. 
Hence that can be used as an argu¬ 
ment in favor of stocking Crows’ 
Nest, certainly it should not be 
condemned until every avenue has 
been explored. I think that perhaps 
the best approach would be for your 
club to invite your member to lis¬ 
ten to what you want. I know Mr. 
Duke is definitely behind any form 
of conservation either fish, game or 
fowl and I have found him to be 
particularly well informed in every 
way. I would suggest that your 
four clubs should invite him and 
support your resolutions. If you 
bring a recommendation for finger¬ 
lings for Crows’ Nest, it should be 
done right away or else you will 
find the stocking completed and 
no fingerlings in the pools. 

Fertilizing the lake. I would sug¬ 
gest in the first particular you send 
a letter to the Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Co. at Trail, BC, give 
them a synopsis of what you pro¬ 
pose to do, and ask their chemical 
engineers or scientists to assist you 
in this respect. Having this in hand, 
the cost, quantity and so forth, you 
can then approach it from a prac¬ 
tical point of view. The cost may 
be so prohibitive as to be out of 
question, on the other hand it may 
be possible to do it for a very rea¬ 
sonable amount of money. I would 
be very glad once you have ob¬ 
tained this information if you will 
let me know and then from that 
point I can advise you better.

Having some function every time one 
arrives ip town would be too costly. Let’s have a 
planned program.

Two down and one to go. Only Japan now remains 
as Italy and Germany lie prone on the canvas. There 
may be hard fighting ahead with Japan and then 
again there may not. Japan must surely know that 
once the full power of the States and the British 
Commonwealth of Nations is thrown against her, 
disaster must inevtiably overtake her. 

Ten Coleman boys have given their lives that we 
retain our freedom. In order that their names may 
never fade, it is fitting that a bronze plaque bearing 
their names be ordered and given a place of honor in 
the town hall. 

The Legion will no doubt take care of their plaque 
and the school board will very probably do what it 
did after the last war—have a plaque with the names 
of all former Coleman students, who paid the su¬ 
preme sacrifice, inscribed upon it and hung promin¬ 
ently in one of the schools.

Persons coming under the Rein¬ 
statement in Civilian Employment 
Act who.select to take a training ■ 
or university course which will ex¬ 
tend beyond the time in which they 
are entitled to reinstatement, can¬ 
not exercise that right at the con¬ 
clusion of the course, according to' 
instructions from Ottawa. 

Except in certain cases provided 
for in reinstatement regulations, 
the person claiming reinstatement 
rights must exercise those rights 
within the period mentioned under 
the Act, and the Unemployment In¬ 
surance Commission cannot require 
the employer to hold the position 
open until the end of the training 
course. 

The best advice that can be given 
to such persons is that they exer¬ 
cise their rights to reinstatement 
within the period mentioned, then 
arrange with their employers for 
leave of absence to take the train¬ 
ing course. It is believed that in 
most cases where the employee can 
show that the training course will 
make him a more efficient worker, 
the employer would be willing to 
grant him the necessary leave of 
absence.

Dear Members: 

We have been fortunate in this 
Diocese to receive the gift of a 
piece of land upon which we can 
build a Summer Camp for the var¬ 
ious organizations of our Diocese. 
This is something of which we have 
felt the need for many years; for 
although we have had our summer 
schools at Banff, at Bowfort, and 
one at St. Paul’s school, Cardstnn, 
we have never been able to do more 
than have at the most one summer 
school a year, and for the last three 
years, on account of lack of accom¬ 
modation, we have been unable to 
have even a summer school. 

With the acquisition of a Dio¬ 
cesan camp, we shall not only be 
enabled to have our summer school 
each year, but also arrange boys’ 
camps, girls’ camps, AYPA camps,! 
and, if desired, W.A. get-togethers,j 
mothers’ camps and so on. 

The property which we have been 
most generously given is located in 
the very heart of the Diocese, at 
Millarville, some 33 miles south- 
southwest of Calgary. 

As you well know, we have had 
in the last few months a Diocesan 
campaign for funds in order that 
we may be able to care for the work 
in the mission parishes and isolated 
areas of the Diocese, and also to 
re-establish our chaplains, and it is 
impossible to issue a general appeal 
to the Diocese for funds whereby 
to establish this camp with build¬ 
ings; but this is the most opportune 
time that could possibly happen at 
which to acquire buildings, as the 
War Assets Corporation of Canada 
is disposing of buildings, furnish¬ 
ings, beds, etc., and all the very 
things that are needed to establish 
our Diocesan camp. 

We cannot lose this opportunity, 
and we ar e therefore appealing to 
all the parochial women’s organiza¬ 
tions throughout our Diocese to 
help us in this work, which will 
mean so much in the development 
along religious lines of our chil¬ 
dren and young people. We do ap¬ 
peal to your organization for as 
generous a donation as possible. 

I am writing this letter on behalf 
of the Diocesan Board Religious 
Education, a sub-committee of 
which is in charge of making the 
arrangements for the establishment 
of this summer camp.

John Bracken, the son of a farmer Ephraim Bracken 

and his wife, Alberta, was born in a log cabin in 

Ellisville, Leeds County, Ontario, on the 22nd of 

June, 1883. 

Here, briefly chronicled, are the main events in the 

life of John Bracken: 

1898 - Student at Brockville Collegiate, Ontario. 

1902-5 Student at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph. He won four scholarships, the 
Governor-General’s Medal, was top honours 
student and class medalist. Here, too, he met 
Alice Wylie Bruce. 

1906 - Young Bracken went to Winnipeg as repre¬ 

sentative of the Seeds Branch of the Domin- 
• ion Department of Agriculture. 

1907 - In the neighbouring Province of Saskatche¬ 

wan, John Bracken became Superintendent 
of Fairs and Farmers’ Institutes and Secre¬ 
tary of the Provincial Livestock Association. 

1910 - John Bracken was appointed Professor of 
Field Husbandry at the new University of 
Saskatchewan. He took the first train to 
Guelph, Ontario, married Alice Wylie Bruce. 
Four sons were born — three of whom are 
now on Active Service with the Navy, Army 
and Air Force. 

1920 - Already the author of two books on agri¬ 
culture, John Bracken became President of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College. 

1922 - John Bracken accepted the leadership of the 
Progressive Farmer Government, was sworn 
in as Prime Minister of Manitoba. 

Now began the political life of the 
most continuously successful politi¬ 
cal leader the Empire has produced 
in this century. Since that day — 
from 1922 to 1942 — John Bracken 
has never been defeated. 

1932 - The Liberals joined John Bracken’s farmer 
government. 

1940 - All the other political parties, including the 
C.C.F. and Social Creditors, threw in their 
fortunes with a great leader forming a 
wartime Coalition Manitoba government.

CHECK-UP UNDER THE N.S.S. 

CIVILIAN REGULATIONS 

A total of 84 persons were con¬ 
victed during March, 1945, of fail¬ 
ing to comply with National Selec¬ 
tive Service civilian regulations, 
according to a statement issued this 
week. During the month 93 new 
prosecutions were begun, in addi¬ 
tion to 200 cases being carried over 
from the previous month. In Feb¬ 
ruary 79 new prosecutions were 
started. 

The March judgments included 15 
against employers, most of whom 
were found guilty of engaging 
workers without permits. Of 42 
employees convicted, a majority 
were charged with leaving employ¬ 
ment without giving notice of sep¬ 
aration, quitting “designated” high 
priority work when referred by a 
selective service officer. 

Twenty-seven conscientious objec¬ 
tors wer e convicted of failing to 
follow a direction to report to an 
alternative service work camp. 


At April 1, a total of 190 cases 
were still pending — 21 being 
charges against employers, 86 
against employees and 83 against 
conscientious objectors. This repre¬ 
sents a slight reduction in cases 
pending. 

Since August, 1942, when prose¬ 
cutions were first undertaken under 
national selective service civilian 
regulations, a total of 2,059 charges 
have been laid. There have been 
1,468 convictions to date, 40 acquit- 
tas and 361 cases were not proceed¬ 
ed with. 

Elks "Save The 
Children Fund" 

217,000 Refugees in Serbia From 

Bosnia; 86,000 of These Children. 

Tragic conditions among children 
in Europe, as reported by overseas 
workers of the Save The Children 
Fund, were revealed this week by 


Mr. Justice J. C. McRuer, chairman 
of the fund’s- Canadian committee. 

Fund workers in Europe have 
been informed by the Yugoslav Red 
Cross central committee that 217,- 
000 refugees in Serbia from Bosnia 
had lost everything — 86,000 of 
these were said to be children. 

“Just now statutory bodies in 
Serbia are responsible for 50,000 
children,” says the statement from 
the chief of the section for mater¬ 
nity and child welfare in Serbia, 
received by Mr. McRuer. “These 
children have lost one or both par¬ 
ents. We have great difficulties to 
assist them, as we have no means 
of getting them clothes and shoes. 

“As far as food is concerned, we 
can give them very little meat, very 
little cereals and vegetables. Their 
food consists mainly of maize- 
bread, beans and a. little potatoes 
and cabbage. Doctor^ report var¬ 
ious illnesses caused by the lack of 
vitamins.” 

The Canadian committee of the 


Sav e The Children Fund is at pres¬ 
ent financing a team of ten workers 
on loan to UNRRA in Yugoslavia 
in order'to help ease the situation 
there wherever possible, Mr. Mc¬ 
Ruer said. Hundreds of kits have 
been- sent from Canada to the 
Netherlands Red Cross for Dutch 
children and to the fund workers in 
Sweden for the 75,000 refugee chil¬ 
dren located there. 

Under an “adoption” plan re¬ 
cently drawn up between the Can¬ 
adian committee of the fund and 
the Swedish branch of the Save 
The Children International Union, 
h Canadian sponsor may pay $96 
per year to feed or clothe a refu¬ 
gee child. The sponsor then re¬ 
ceives a picture of his “adoption” 
and his case history. This tangible 
form of individual help goes a long 
way, Mr. McRuer said, in restoring 
the faith of the child. 

The fund reports that the Ben¬ 
evolent and Protective Order of 
Elks in Canada and Newfoundland 


have been mainly responsible 
through their contributions of more 
than $75,000 for the Canadian com¬ 
mittee’s extensive work among 
child bomb victims in Great Britain. 

Chairman of the British Save 
The Children Fund, Lord Noal 
Buxton, had recently written as fol¬ 
lows: “I should be glad if you f 
would convey to the Order of Elks 
our immense gratitude for the 
splendid help they are continuing to 
give us for the whole of our work 
and which is such an encourage¬ 
ment to us in all brandies of ac¬ 
tivities.”

MONTREAL -A heavy movement 
of grain to Europe, expected to last 
throughout the St. Lawrence shipping 
season, was in full swing out of 
Montreal harbor as food took top 
priority away from the war supplies 
which have held it so long. 

Fifty-one ships were at Montreal 
docks, with most of them unloading 
grain after bringing it from the head 
of the lakes, or loading it for ship¬ 
ment to Europe. The vessels ranged 
from 2,000-ton .lakers to large ocean¬ 
going ships. 

Shipping authorities said the heavy 
movement was expected to last un¬ 
til winter ice ties up the St. Law¬ 
rence again. They said grain was 
coming down the lakes on a steady 
stream of ships, and that it would 
be cleared out of Montreal elevators 
as fast as shipping space was avail¬ 
able. 

The movement is part of that pre¬ 
dicted by Transport Controller Lock- 
wood several weeks ago when he 
appealed to shippers to free freight 
cars as quickly as possible so that 
millions of tons of grain could be 
taken from the prairies by rail to 
Port Arthur and Fort William.

Most of tht ships loading here for 
the trans-Atlantic run are bound for 
Britain, and it was understood that 
the grain would be stored in British 
elevators for future allotment to 
liberated countries on the continent.

Within recent days, more than a 
dozen heavily-laden grain ships from 
the lakes have docked here. Several 
others have passed through the port 
to unload farther down the St. Law¬ 
rence and relieve the strain of facili¬ 
ties here. Ocean-going ships will 
pick up the Europe-bound foodstuffs 
at: lower St. Lawrence river ports. 

British grain officials said in a re¬ 
cent visit to Montreal that the St. 
Lawrence would have to be "filled 
with ships" to get enough grain to 
Europe to see stricken countries 
through the winter. Today the "fill¬ 
ing" process was well under way.
